PRESIDENT ARTHUR WILL SIGN NO GOOSE- 
CREEK OR DRY-CREEK BILL. 

Wasnineron, D. C., Aug. .—Following is 
the full text of the Président’s message veto- 
ing the River and Harbor bil: 

To the House of Representatives: Having 
watched with much interest the progress of 
House Bill No. 6,242, entitled “An act maki 
appropriation for the construction, repair, an 

reservation of certain works on rivers and 

arbors, and for other purposes,”’ and having, 
since it was received, carefuily examined it, 
after mature consideration, | am constrained to 
return it berewith to the House of Kepresenta- 
tives, in which it originated, without my signa- 
ture, and with my objections to its passage. 

Many appropriations in the bill are cleariy for 
the general welfare, and most beneticent in their 
character. Two of the objects for 
which provision is made were by 
me consi 80 important that 
felt it my duty to direct to them the attention 
of Congress. In my annual message in Decem- 
ber last 1 urged the vital importance of legisia- 
tion for the reciamation of the marshes for 
the establishment of harbor lines along the Po- 
tomactront. in April last, by speciai message, 
I recommended an appropriation for the im- 
provement of the Mississippi Kiver. It is not

As the citizens 
of one State find that money, to raise which 
they,in common with the whole country, are 
taxed, is to be expende@ for local improvement 
in another State, they demand similar benefits 
for themselves, andit is not uonatural the 
should seek to indemnify themscives for su 
use of the public funds by secu 4 in: 
tions for similar improvements in their own 
neighborhood. Thus, as the bill becomes more 
objectionable, it secures more support. This re- 
suit is invariable, and necessarily follows a 
neglect to observe the constitutional limitations 
imposed upon the lawmaking eae. The 
appropriations for river and arbor im- 
provements have, under the infiuences to 
which I have aliuded, increased year by year out 
of proportion to the progress of the country, 
great asthathas been. In 1870 the aggregate 
appropriation was $3,975,900; in 1875, $6,648,- 
517.50; In 1880, $8,976,500, and in 1881, $11,451,300, 
while by the present act there is appropriated 
$18,743,875.

AVTEL RBUEA THE CONDITION 
of the Soutli American States, and the differ- 
énces which led to the war between Chili and 
Peru, the report continues: 

It is allewed that, from the beginning, Cbili 
was largely under Engtish influence. Be this as 
it may. there can be little doubt that. as the 
fortunes of war steadily set against Peru, ber 
peopie looked to the United States for sympa- 
thy, if not actual interference in her behalf; 
while Chili, with her uniform success, became 
jealous of the Powerto which her rival looked 
tor aid. As the war progressed adversely to 
Peru, bolders of her bonds ana other creditors, 
real and pretended, and speculators seeking to 
take advantage of her distress, were naturally 
interested in her affairs. Mk was evident that, 
overborne by Chili, she must ecither lose 
her autonomy and submit to a cession of 
territory, or provide for the payment of a heavy 
warindemnity. Rightly. or wrongly it was be- 
lieved the United States would bave more in- 
fluence than any of the Powers in deciding which 
of chese pesults should prevail. To her, there- 
fore, 

THE INTERESTED PARTIES 
turned their attention, and sought by various 
methods her intervention in their behalf. We 
divide these into three: First, the Cocbet claim- 
ants;.second, the Landreau claimants; third, 
the Crédit Ind ustriel. 

After briefly reciting the grounds upon 
which each of these claims was based, the 
report says: 

These three interests—the Cochet and Land- 
reau claimants, and the Crédit Industriel, re 
resenting Peruvian bondholders—were exceed- 
ingly anxious the United States should interfere 
in bebaif of Peru, in order to preserve ber 
autonomy and enabie ber to discharge ber pe- 
ceviary obliganons. Their objects related 
wholly to business or speculation. Neither 
patriotism nor internationai policy had any thing 
todo with them. ‘They iooked upon the nitrate 
beds and guano deposits of Peru as places 
wheoce were to come fortunes rivaling in tmaer- 
nificence and splendor anything Aladdin ever 
conjured, and the intervention by the United 
States was the wagic-lamp by which these crea- 
tions were to be evoked. 


UNDER THE THIRD HEAD, 
after reciting at great length the testimony 
taken, the committee conclude: 

There was no truth in the allegations made by

Shipherd testitied that he informed Blaine of 
this letterin his first interview in July, ia the 
presence of his counsel, Senator Biair, and that 
he aiso informed the several eminent and re- 
spectatble gentlemen said by him to be his coun- 
sel of the letter and the gircumstances under 
which it wassent. No one~of these gentiemen, 
according to the witness, suggested any impro- 
priety in the letter. 

THE SURPRISE OF THE COMMITTEE 

at the implied laxity of morais in so many dis- 
tinguished gentlemen was dispelled by bSecro- 
tary Blaine’s testimony, that he never heard of 
the letter until Hurlbut sent it to him from 
Peru in November, 1881; by the testimony of 
Senator Blair that be never heird of the iet- 
ter until Seeretary Blaine told him of itin De- 
cember, 1881, and by the statements of nearly alli 
the distinguished gentiemen referred to, to sub- 
6 ancially the same effect. What could have been 
Soipherd’s motive in making this statement, the 
falsity of which was 80 easly and compietely 
proved, cannot be imagined, unless it was to 
impress upon the minds of the members of the 
committee the supreme integrity of a man who 
was incapabie of secing an attempt at bribery 
in such a ietter. ; 

The committee conclude: 

W. H. Huribert’s testimony relicves bis 
brother of ail suspicion of concealing and re- 
taining the letter forthe purpose of availing 
himself of its unworthy proposition. 

EVARTS’ INSTRUCTIONS TO CHRISTIANCY 
and Biaine’s instructions to Huribui are then 
quoted, after which the report says: 

The propositions referred to in the latter were 
evidently those submitted by the Crédic Indus- 
triel. These were fuliy before the department, 
while as yet Shipberd had not been heard of

- Wasurneron, D. C.. Aug. 1.—The follow- 
ing analysis of the debt statement for July is 
furnished by Mr. John M. Carson, Qlerk of 
the Committee on Ways and Means; The 
new fiscal year opens with a reducon in 
the public debt. for the first month of néarly 
$14,000,000, which is the largest reduction 
ever made for July of previous years, and 
nearly $4,000,000 in excess of the reduction 
made for July, 1881. This auspicious open- 
ing of the new year is attributable, first, 
to a larger increase from customs 
compared with last year, and two 
a reduction in the ee 
The agitation in Congress touching the re- 
duction of taxes on tobacco undoubtedly 
affeeted the revenue, but did not affect it to 
that extent as to cause any material falling 
off in the receipts from that source for the 
month, as will be seen by reférence to the 
table of receipts for the month , oy eg later in 
this statement. The loan of July and Au- 
gust, 1861, has 
DISAPPEARED FROM THE DEBT STATEMENT. 
This was the first loan authorized by the 
Government on account of the Re- 
bellion, ‘The authorized to 
be issued was but the 
amount actually issued was $189,500,- 
oO. The loan of 1863, which is now 
being called for redemption, amounted, in the 
ageregate, to $75,000,000. This amount has 
heen redueed to less than $48,000,000, and of 
this &81,000,000 are called, a call for $15,000,000 
maturing today. This loan will be entirely 
redeemed by Deeember. The available cash 
balance is nearly $13,500,000, a decrease of 
about $1,000,000 compared with July 1. 

THE STANDARD SILVER DOLLARS 
in the Treasury now number $89,000,000, 
against which there are outstanding silver 
certificates amounting to $54,758,000, thus 
showing that the Treasury is the absolute 
owner of over 834,000,000 of the silver dollars 
now on hand. Compared with July 1, this is 
an increase of nearly $1,500,000. In gold coin 
and gold bullion there has been 

A DECREASE 

of $3,500,000 during the month. Other items 
of the Treasurer’s statement of liabilides 
nud assets are without material change since 
last month. Compared with July of last 
vear, the month just closed shows an increase 
in receipts of over 83,000,000, the greater part 
of this Increase arising from customs. dt 
will be observed that receipts from internal 
revenue fell off only a few thousand dollars.

A SINGULAR CASE. 


Sudden Heappearance of a Baltimore 
Lad Supposed To Mave Been Killed 
by the Cars.

BALTIMORE, Aug. LA Singular case of 
the disappearance of a boy, his supposed 
death and burial, and subsequent return 
home alive and hearty has just been brought 
to light here. Willie Woodhead jis the hero 
of the strange story. ‘He is a bright, inter- 
esting lad, about 15 years of age, and the son 
of Kelita Woodhead, foreman of the work- 
shops of the city jail. About the middle of 

June Willie one day disappeared, and, al- 

though the anxious parents hunted far and 

near, vo traces of the absent boy 
could be found. The grief-stricken 
mother was almost crazed at the loss 
of her boy. Detectives were employed, and 
they, after a long séarch, discovered that 

Willie and another boy had been working in 

a store in Philadelphia, but after staying 

there a week they had disappeared again. 

As he had run away from home, some of 

his companions said he had gone out on the 

plains to hunt buffalo. The father, thinking 
that his wayward son might possibly have 
gone to Bristol, their old home, went there, 
and his sister showed him a paragraph cut 
from a paper of Jolnstown, Pa., about 
a boy who had pbeen killed by the 
cars. Theclothing and entire description 
answered that of young Woodhead. The 
father went to Johnstown, showed the Cor- 
oner a photograph of bis son, and was told 
that the boy who was killed and buried was 
certainly the originalof the picture. The re- 
mains were exhumed, and, though very much 
decomposed, the father recognized the feat- 
ures. The mother and family were accord- 
ingly summoned from Baltimore and attend- 
ed the funeral. Last .Friday morning, how- 
ever, as Mrs. Woodhead was walking along 

Central avenue she was startled by what at 

frst appeared to be the apparition of 
her dead son, but soon assumed mortal 

shape when he called her mother and threw 
his arms around her neck. The boy stated 
that he Went to Philadelphia, then to New- 
ark, Del., and afterwards to Atlantie City.

Mount STeruine, IL, Aug. 1.—The rear 
guard of the Singleton delegates from Adains 
County came into town on a special bright 
and early this morning. escorted by a numer- 
ous and powerful lobby, and headed by a 
brass band. Every last one of them was as 
showy and as confident as a fighting coek 
just before a battle, and the basis of their 
confidence was that the old General already 
had 26 votes, that he would grow 3 more 
in Cass, and that Jersey, with its 7 votes, would 
break its neck trying to close in and name 
the winner. The brass band unloosed itself 
in the streets, and with every blast the Sin- 
gleton men inflated their crests and inspired 
another supply of the oxygen of confidence, 
The Wike mep, the Withers men, and the 
Goodrich men set their teeth and grimly re- 
marked that, while it might take a couple of 
days or so and several, hundred ballots, they 
had taken a contract to lay the old man out, 
and they proposed to be as good as their 
word. With the old man out of the fight, 
they added, it would be a compara- 
tively simple matter to agree among them- 
selves on the winner. Inasmu®h, however, 
as each of the opposition candidates was 
morally certain that lightning ought to strike 
in his immediate neighborhood, the sim- 
plicity of the thing to the average outsider 
was not exactly apparent. 

The ante-convention hours were spent in 
fighting over the situation generally, but 
more especially in caucusing on the ques- 
tion of the preliminary organization. ‘lhe 
Singleton men were evidently not so dead 
sure of those 3 votes in Cass, and decided 
to throw a sop to Calhoun by offering the 
Temporary Chairmanship to Dr. F. M. Great- 
house. The opposition combined on J. M. 
Riggs, of Seott, a recent candidate for the 
Judicial nomination which George W. Herd- 
man succeeded in getting away with. 

When the convention met at 10 o’clock in the 
rather pretty littie hall set apart for the pur- 
pose, and was called to order by Ellis Briggs, 
of Greene, Chairman of the Congressional 
District Committee, John J. Teefey, the 
Singleton leader in Broewn County, made the 
first- play by nominating Dr. Greathouse. 
The latter promptly declined, and the #ppo- 
sition took the first trick by nominating and 
seating Riggs. The other machinery was 
gradually put together, and the convention 
knocked off fara couple of hours for dinner 
and committee work. 

On reassembling in the afternoon the tent- 
porary organization was made permanent, 
one jae decks were cleared forthe coming 

actie. 

Barney Arntzen, of Quincy, led off in 
naming Gen. Singleton, and did it in good 
style too. John ‘Teefey, on behalf of 
Brown, seconded the nomination in a strong 
but politic speech, in the course of which he 
administered an allopathic dose of taffy to 
the other candidates.

Ellis Briggs nominated Henry C. Withers, 
of Greene, in a short, manly speech, and was 
followed by Maj.

J. W. Johnson, of Pike, nominated Scott 
Wike, and in doing so made the speech of 
the convention. The crowd broke beyond 
the bounds of enthusiasm when he whooped 
tor Sammy Tilden, and the Wike portion of 
it yelled itself hoarse when he referred to 
Wike as the little Roman of Pike County, 
whose hervic stand in the Forty-fourth Con- 
gress as a hard-money Democrat had helped 
to put the Democracy ou a plane which led 
it to achieve what Mr. Johnson called the 
sweeping victory of 1876. 

The speech-making over, the real work of 
the convention began. The first ballot re- 
sulted just as everybody expected it would, 
Adams and Brown together gave Singleton 
26. Calhoun cast 3 for Argust, Cass 
Pike gave Wike 19% Greene and Scott piled 
up 15 for Withers, and Jersey threw its 7 for 
Goodrich; total, 70; necessary to a choice, 
36. The succeeding sixteen ballots 
were like unto the first. On the 
seventeenth apd eighte@gth Scott split 
into 3 for Argust and for Withers; 
on the nineteenth inte 2 for Argust and 2 for 
Wike; on the twentieth and twenty-first into 
2 for Withers and 2 for Goodrich. Scott 
seemed to enipy breaking the monotony of 
the thing, and jumped back on the twenty- 
second to just where it was on the sixteenth. 
On the twenty-third it plumped again for 
Withers, and the ballot resulted precisely as 
the first. Calhoun wabbled around between 
Argust and Wike, and Scott between With- 
ers and Wike for ballot after ballot, but 
never rose above 23. Singleton held his own, 
and Withers and Goodrich grougns up the 
rear. Thirty-nine bailots were taken in fif- 
ty-five mintites, and then the convention laid 
off for fifteen minutes’ rest. 

The dele ates retired, and some of them 
were very thirsty, and the workers wanted a 
chance for consultation.

Prof. Speer, of the University of Georgia, 
Requested to Resign Because Mis Son 
Is an Independent Leader. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaca Tribune. 

ANLANTA, Ga., Aug. 1.—At a late’ meeting 
of the Trustees of the University of Georgia 
the resignation of Dr. E. W. Speer, Professor 
of Beiles Lettres, Was asked for, to date 
fron January next. This action was unex- 
pected, was received with surprise and 
regret in all parts of the State, as Prof. 
Speer had filled his office with marked abil- 
ity during the ten years of his service, cdus- 
ing him to be admired and esteemed by all 
who knew him, and bringing many staunch 
friends to the support of the university. No 
cause was assigned by the Trustees for mak- 
ing the~ request, and this fact had 
much to do with the general expression of 
indignation that was heard from every quar- 
ter. Itis now openly stated in some eircles, 
and hinted at in others, that the fact that 
Prof. Speer was the father of Congressman 
Emory Speer, the bold and successful dJnde- 
pendent leader of the Ninth, had someéthing 
to do with the removal, as a majority of the 
members of the board are political enemies 
of the Independent Congressman, and one 
of them Speer defeated for Congress four 
years ago. «When the news that Prof. Speer 
bad been asked to vacate the professorshi 
reached Senator Hiil, the invalid, wit 
trembling hand wrote the following letter to 
his old friend and brother Trustee; 

My Dear Brother Speer: 1 believe it is only 
yesterday or the day before I heard of your 
resignation, and I was in bed all yesterday. 
You cannot know how Iam grieved. I[ can im- 
agine no wise oreven reasonably good reason 
for this course. [tis unjust to the university, 
and | tear it will injure it you. Lam sick 
unto death in all probabiiity, but I feel such an 
interest in you, and all of you in the university, 
that, feebie us l am, I must express my urgent 
and real grief. Why did you not advise with 
me?’ My wife joins mein warmest regard to you 
and all your family. I am, as é@ver, sincerely 
your friend and brother, BENJAMIN H. HILL.

REPUBLICAN POLITICS. 
MEETING OF THE STATE COMMITTEE TODAY.

New York, Aug. 1.—Republican and Dem- 
ocratic politicians alike were exercised to- 
day over the meeting of the Republican 
State Committee at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
tomorrow. Among the members of the com- 
mittee who had arrived in the city at a late 
hour tonight were the Chairman, B. Platt 
Carpenter, of Poughkeepsie; KE.

dations. It could not be ascertained that the 
differences of opinion, either to time or 


place, were influenced in any degree by 
preferences as to the candidates. It has 
been reported that the friends of Gov. 
Cornell and those who desire 
his renomination would insist upon 
holding the convention at Saratoga, while 
his opponents would favor Syracuse. This 
report may have originated from the fact 
that Gov.

MONDAY’S FIRE. 
LOSSES AND INSURANCE.

New York, Aug. 1.—During the confusion 
and excitement of yesterday it was exceed- 
ingly difficult to get any trustworthy infor- 
formation in regard to the losses of the firms 
involved in the great fire at the Hecker milis, 
on Water and Cherry streets, and it was im- 
possible to base anything like an accurate es- 
timate \on such information as-was secured.

On the 
tenement houses Nos. 204, 20434, 206, and 208 
Cherry street, belonging to the Kipp estate, 
$10,000. ‘These figures give a total of $236,- 
250 as the insurance known to be placed in 
American companies. ‘They will be swelled 
somewhat by policies issued by foreign com- 
panies. 

THE NAMES OF THE COMPANIES 
which hold the insurances could not be ob- 
tained, as at the Board of Underwriters and 
in the offices of the companies strict reticence 
was maintained on this point. The work of 
the fire wasso complete thatit is not believed 
that anything of any value belonging to the 
poor occupants of tenement houses escaped 
destruction. It is upon these poopie that the 
heaviest burden of the fire will fall. There 
were seventeen families occupying the 
tenements which were burned, and each of 
these loses from $200 to $300 in furniture 
and money. One man was said to have lost 
8500 in money which he had kept in his 
house, fearing to trust it to the care of the 
banks. The loss on Davis & Benson’s ware- 
house, adjoining the Sailors’ Home, is placed 
at $2,000, while in the Sailors’ Home it is 
$500. Fire-Marshal Sheldon has investigated 
the circumstances attending the beginning 
of the tire, and is of the opinion that it orig- 
inated ina Harris “smutting’’ machine, used 
for cleaning wheat, on the seventh floor of 
the old puifding. in the centre. The fire, 
which started here, went to a * dust’’-room 
on the eighth floor, and thus spread laterally 
and downward. Mr. Jen V. Hecker, super- 
intendent of the Croton Mills, in his testi- 
mony, was of the same opinion.

TEN DOLLARS AND COSTS, 
THAT IS WHAT FOLIJN GOT FOR ASSAULT-~ 
ING KELLER.

New York, Aug. 1—Albert Follin, a 
young man fashionably dressed, the hus- 
band of Miss Maude Granger, the actress, 
was arraigned in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court today, charged with as- 
sault upon Jonn W. Keller, of No.

Blows followed. Gordon and Keller each 
alleged that the other struck the first blow. 
However this may be, Follin joined in the 
fight, and commenced an active assault 
upon Keller. A policeman appeared, and 
Mr. Keller gave Follin into Custody, Gordon 
escaping in the throng which had gathered 
around the combatants. In the Police Court 
Follin admitted that he was with Gordon at 
the time of the assault, but declined to say 
anything further with regard to the matter.

TARIFF COMMISSION. 
ARGUMENTS OF REPRESENTATIVES OF VA- 
RIOUS INTERESTS. 

New York, Aug. 1.—The Tariff Commis- 
sion pass Monday and Tuesday next in New 
York observing the practical working of the 
custom-house. At the session at Long

SOLAR OBSERVATORY. 


Some Unsuccessiul Experiments by the 
Institution at Madison, Wis. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

WASHBURN OBSERVATORY, UNIVERSITY 
or WIsconsIN, Mapison, July 31.—I have 
been told that some statement in regard to 
the Solar Observatory attachea to this ob- 
servatory, and built by Prof. Watson, has 
been printed in the newspaper-dispatches, I 
have not seen the article referred to, and I 
do not know who is its author nor what it 
contains. As I preter that any published 
information in regard to our experiments 
should be authentic, and as you express an 
interest in the matter, I give you herewith 
my report on the Solar Observatory, which 
will be presented to the Regents of the Uni- 
versity on Sept. 30, 

It is necessary to remember first that there 
are strong reasons for suspecting the exist- 
ence of a planet or planets nearer than Mer- 
cury. If such a planet exists its angular dis-- 
tance from the Sun must be small; and 
hence, if itis ever seen, it must be seen in 
the daytime. 

The Solar Observatory was devised for the 
purpose of seeing such a planet or stars in 
the daytime. 

It consists essentially of a covered cellar 
large enough to contain an obsever and a 
six-inch telescope. From the north wall of 
this cellar a tube twelve inches in diameter 
and fifty-five feet long is directed to 
the North Pole. At the upper (north) end 
of this tube a heliostat, or mirror driven py 
clock work, is to be placed. The idea is that 
the images of stars will be retlected down 
the tube by the mirror and seen by an ob- 
server in the cellar through the telescope. 
When I took charge of this observatory the 
building was entirely incomplete, and no in- 
struments were available for trying the ex- 

sriment. 1 have borrowed from my friend, 

*rot. Langley, Director of the Allegheny Ob- 
servatory, a heliostat suitable for the pur- 
pose, and the Regents of the university have 
bought from Mr. Burtham, of Chicago, his 
six-inch Clark telescope; and the building 
has been completed. Six weeks have been 
spent in thoroughly trying the experiment. 
The tnal is now concluded, and the result is 
that the Solar Observatory is not suitable for 
showing stars as faint as third magnitude in 
the daytime,even when they are distant 
from the sun. . 

Theretore there is no use in proceeding 
further with this means in the search for 
Vulcan, which was estimated by Prof. Wat- 
son to be of the four anda half magnitude, 
and which, from the nature of the case, must 
always be near to the sun. The details of 
the experiment are given in the following 
extract from my annual report. Very truly 
yours, Epwarp 8, HoLpEN. 


(Extract.| 

The Solar Observatory was destined by Prof. 
Watson fortwo pu : First, s roscopic 
and photographic observations of the sun itself; 
and, second, for observations of the immediate 
neighborhood of the sun for the detection of a 
a planet (Vulcan) interior to Mercury. 

The magnitude of Vulcan was estimated b 
Prof. Watson at four and oae-half, that is, it 
bas alight about one-twentieth as brilliant as 
that of an average tirst-magnitude star—Aipba 
Lyre for example. If seen at all, it must be 
seen in the daytime, and ciose to the sun, 

During the months of June and July experi- 
ments were made to determine the fitness of the 
observatory for the detection of Vulcan. in 
these experiments I bave been very faithfully 
and intelligently assisted by Mr. Conradson. 

I think itof importance that the nature of the 
tests applied should be understood, and there- 
fore l give bere a brief account of our opera- 
tions. The six-inch telescope bought by your 
board from Mr. Burnham was mounted in the 
cellar of the Solar Observatory on June 8—its 
objective and eyepiece having been carefully 
adjusted previously. To getanideaof the ad- 
vantage gained by the inclined tube of the Solar 
Observatory I\ reduced the aperture of the fif- 
teen-inch tele in the dome to six 
inches, and put ~on an eyepiece sim- 
ilar to that used on the small refractor. 
Both telescopes were then pointed to the North 
Pole. Two observers, one at each telescope, 
noted the times of the first ap nee of e 
sinall stars about the North 
twilight disappeared. A map had bee 
pared previously, giving these stars. 
tifty-five-foot dewcap gave a material aa- 
vantage, then these stars should have been first 
seen with the Solar Observatory telescope. In 
fact, they were first seen by this, but only by 
about two minutes on the average. This ex- 
periment was tried on June 8, 11, and 12. 

The excellent beliostat lent by Dr. 8. P. 
ley, Director of the Allegheny Observatory, 
piaced on its pier June 12, and adjusted. This 
instrument was exactly fitted for the purpose, 
and was in perfect order. 

Observations were made to find stars in the 
daytime on every clear day between June li and 
July 12 without result. The placein the esky to 
which the heliostat mirror was poin was 
fixed by setting on the sun at a given hour; and 
the fact that this sett was not changed by ac- 
cident was established by we the pusi- 
tion of a small pointer which was added to the 
heliostat. 

The later triais were made with a heliostat 
mirror, set for the place of the brightest star in 
the Pleiades, and on three days this group was 
looked for about the time of its passing the 
meridian. Forty or tifty minutes were thus 
spent daily. 

There must have beenin the field of the tel- 
escope (30 degrees) the following stars: 

Eta Tauri—3.4 mag. (twice as bright as Vul- 


can). 

b Pleiadum—4.5 mag. (as bright as Vulcan). 

d Pleiadum—5 mag. (fainter than Vulcan). 

f Pleladum—+4.5 mag. (as bright as Vulcan). 

h Pleiadum—5.6 mag. (fainter than Vulcau). 

At this time the Sun was some 50 degrees east 
of the Pleiades. Nostars were seen at any time. 
The position of the mirror for the Pleiades was 
verified by finding a group of stars at night- 
time in the predicted place. The original set- 
ting was made through the Sun. 

I am satistied, therefore, that there is no use 
in prosecuting this particular experiment fur- 
ther. The instruments employed were as per- 
fect as possible. Every conceivable precaution 
was taken, and it was shown that this apparatus 
was not suitable for seping stars of the magni- 
tude of Vuican, even distant from the Sun. It 
would, therefore, be a waste of time to look for 
such stars close to the Sun. 

It isto be noticed that no evidence has been 
coliected in regard to the existence or non-ex- 
istence of Vulcan. It has simply been shown 
that this device is not suitable for detecting 
such a planet. 

I may mention that, during the summer of 1851, 
this same experiment was tried by my friend, 
Dr. Langley,with far more satisfactory arrange- 
ments than those of the Solar Observatory, ana 
that it was a failure with him also. 

Some evidence of the fitness of the Solar Ob- 
servatory for spectrosvopic and photographic 
work was also 0 ned. 

A thermometer in the cellar was compared 
with the standard thermometer of the meridian- 
circle thermometer-shelter, and the difference 
was never less than 10 degrees, and once as 

23 degrees. 

The inclined tube produced currents of air 
which must have injured the definition mate- 
rially. The difference of temperature aiso pro- 
duced a deposition of dew on the objective of 
the six-inch telescope; and one of <ae chief

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he says, are not for the purposes of common 
defense, or general welfare, or to promote 
commerce among the States, but are, on the 
contrary, entirely for local benefit. Expend- 
itures for the improvement of the petty 
creeks and rivers of New Jersey and Geor- 
gia, which were unknown to all atlases or 
gazetteers, and were brought to light only 
by the fostering influences of appropriations, 
do not in the opinion of the President come 
within the meaning of the Constitution. 
Two of the objects for which money is ap- 
propriated by the bill meet with his express 
approval, but these were recommended by 
him to* Congress: one the reclamation of 
the marshes and the improvement of 
the harbor line along the Potomac at 
Washington, and the other the improvement 
of the Mississippi River. The evils of the 
river and harbor system, which have cul- 
minated in the outrageous appropriations of 
this year, are very concisely stated. , When 
the people of one State find that the money 
which they have been taxed to raise is ex- 
pended in another State for purely local 
purposes they in turn demand similar bene- 
fits for themselves, and try to secure appro- 
priations for improvements within the lim- 
its of their own State, And thus it Is that, 
year arter year, the bill becomes more and 
more obnoxious, and local improvements 
which are, the President believes, beyond 
the power given by the Constitution to Con- 
gress and the President, are made in increas- 
ing numbers. 

His objection to the system is that it has 
become the usage to make annual appropria- 
tions for these improvements, and the [Presi- 
dent is practically directed to spend so much 
money within a short period of time that it 
cannot be economically used. His remedy 
is that Congress should enact that one-half 
only of the aggregate amount provided for 
in the bill should be expended during the 
fiscal year, the sums appropriated to be used 
only for such of the objects named as the 
Secretary of War, under the direction of the 
President, shall determine. This suggestion 
of his has in it nothing of the natureof a 
threat, and he explains that he makes it be- 
eause of the duty which is imposed upon the 
President to recommend to Congress for its 
consideration such measures as he may deem 
necessary and expedient. 

The dispatches leave it uncertain what the 
outeome of this will be. It is doubtful 
whether two-thirds can be secured in both 
Houses to pass the bill over the veto; but 
there is naturally profound irritation among 
those members who had been looking to the 
appropriation they had secured for increased 
popularity in their distriets. Whether, as 
suggested by the President, the matter will 
go over until December, or whether an effort 
will be made to pass a new bill, is not settied 
and will depend npon the action taken upon 
the message. 
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THE WORK OF CONGRESS REVIEWED. 

The appropriation bills for the current fis- 
cal year contained a number of important 
itemsin the nature of general legislation. 
The Senate auietly disposed of the whele 
controversy relating to the -Garfield funeral 
expenses in an atmnendment to the General 
Deficiency bill. This amendment made a 
total appropriation of $57,500, and limited the 
amount to be paid to the physicians to $35,- 
000. All the bills must go before a Board of 
Audit and be proved upin a regular manner. 
The Legisiative bill changes the distribu- 
tion of the clerical force of the several de- 
partments, and makes the appropriations for 
each class of service more specific than ever 
before. Ihe Army bill and the Indian bill 
each introduces a number of useful amend- 
ments to the laws. The compulsery-retire- 
ment clause of the Army bill was, in “act 
though not in form, one of the most impor- 
tant laws enacted at this session. The Na- 
val bill, spite of the injury done it by the 
Senate, will cause needed reductions both in 
the staff and the line of the navy. 

A large number of bills authorizing the 
construction of public buildings have passed 
both Houses at this session. The total ex- 
penditures on this account will scarcely be 
less than $15,000,000. There have been 
special appropriations for the relief of suffer- 
ers by the Mississippi floods. An effort by 
the Se@hate to add the franking privilege to 
the Post-Oflice Appropriation bill was de- 
feated. 

Among the important measures before 
Congress which have become laws are the 
following: The Apportionment bill, fixing 
the membership of the House for the next 
ten years at 325; the Chinese Restriction bill, 
which prohibits the importation of cooly 
labor into the United States; the bill author- 
izing National banks to extend their 
charters for twenty years, which in- 
cludes as riders a provision for 
the issue of 3 per cent Donds,and for the 
granting of certificates on the deposit of 


gold coin; a bill creating a Tariff Commis-” 


sion of nine persons; a bill establishing a 
Board of Election Commissiopers for the 
Territory of Utah; a bill pro¥iding for the 
distribution of the remainder of the Geneva 
award, first, among the sufferers through 
the depredations of the exculpated cruisers, 
and, secondly, among merchants who paid 
war-premiums. 

Both Houses have passed a bill for tne re- 
payment of the Japanese indemnity, but at 
las®accounts it was still in Conference Com- 
mittee, with a prospect that an agreement 
would be reached on the basis of returning 
the principal ($785,000) and simple interest 
at the rate of 5 per cent for seventeen years, 
Both Houses have also agreed to bilis regu- 
lating the transportation of passengers by 
sea, and imposing a tax of 50 cents for each 
immigrant on the steamship companies, but 
neither act has yet received the approval of 
the President. 

The House has sent to the Senate a bill 
creating a Department of Agticuiture, a bill 
revising the duties on knit goods, and a bill 
providing for a reduction of taxation. A 
House bill extending the period during which 
distilled spirits may be held in bond has been 
indefinitly postponed by the Senate. The 
Senate has sent to the House a bill creating 
a Court of Appeals, a bill putting Gen. Grant 
on the retired list of the army, a bill grant- 
ing $300,000 in prize money to the officers and 
crew of the Monitor,a bill reguiating the 
mode of counting the Electoral votes, and 
many other important measures, none of 
which will be favorably acted upon at this 
Session, if atall. A Senate bill distributing 
5 per cent of the proceeds of lands taken up 
on military bounty land warrants was passed 
by the Senate, but afterwards reconsidered, 
and has not since been acted upon. 

Among the bills of public importance 
which have not been touthed by either 
House though considered in committees are 
the Postal Savings, Bankruptcy, Ed ucational, 
Inter-State Commerce, and Hawaiian Reci- 
procity bills. Generally speaking, the bills 
which have not personal or sectional inter- 
ests behind them have been neglected, while 
others have been promoted. But it is worth y 
of notice that the Congressional Library, 
Eads’ ship-railway, Fitz John orter, and 
McGarrahan jobs have fared no better than 
worthier enterprises, f 

The effort to cause a forfeiture of the 
Northern Pacific and other land-grants has 
come to nothing, The bill for the admission 
ot Dakota has been postponed for political 
reasons. The House refused to suspend the 
rules in order to authorize the appointment 
“* acommission to ivestigate the alcoholic 

quor traffic. The Shipherd investi

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| been abortive. Six Southern Democrats, 
whose seats were contested, have been turned 
out of the House. Five contesting Repub- 
licaris have been admitted, and one seat has 
been declared vacant. Pensions of 35,000 per 
annum were granted to Mrs. Garfield, Mrs. 
Lincoln, and two other wives of ex-Presi- 
dents. The salary of President Garfield for 
one year, less the amount drawn by him, was 
given to his widow. 

It will be seen that Congress has accom- 
plished afair average amount of general 
legislation in addition to passing the appro- 
priation bills. Butit has done nothing of 
importance since July 1. Its record would 
be better if adjournment had taken place 
then. The introduction of « Tax bill so Jate 
in the session was a blunder. It followed 
the appointment of a Tariff Commission. 
The commission should not have been pro- 
vided for, or it should have been premitted 
to do its work without interference. , The 
effort to supersede it was sure to be a failure, 
more or less complete. 


THE EGYPTIAN SITUATION. 

The Egyptian question grows more com- 
plex with each day’s news, and it now begins 
to appear that the actual contest may spread 
beyond its original limits and assume a Eu- 
ropean aspect. The new moves in the game 
show that it is very difficult to keep out of 
the interminable and widely ramifying East- 
ern question. The materials are all ready 
for an explosion. The jealousies of the 
Powers begin to manifest themselves, and 
four of them—England, France, Turkey, and 
Kussia—stand scowling at each other over 
the Egyptian orange, with the powerful 
Germany in the centre, standmg by quietly, 
and no one knowing what step she may take. 

One thing is certain: the conference is dis- 
rupted, and that means that the Powers are 
no longer acting togethem It was-really dis- 
rupted whey Admiral! Seymour fired the first 
gun at the Alexandrian forts. It was a farce 
from the beginning. A owes Bb and is un- 
willing to pay, whereupon b asks C and D to 
settle upon a plan by which he may collect 
the debt. C and D get together, ana while 
they are discussing the matter b takes A by 
the throat and proceeds to collect viet armis. 
This is substantially the situation of England 
and Egypt and the relations of the confer- 
ence to it. The Sultan may be a very sick 
man, but he was notso sick as to be caught 
in the conference, though it was held at his 
very doors. He has taken no part in the 
conference, has made no suggestions, has 
kept his own counsel, and has contented 
himself with simple protests when he found 
any one treading too near his toes. At last, 
when England, for form’s sake if for no 
other reason, was compelled to ask the 
suzerain to send troops and help her take 
eare of his vassal, he expressed his willing- 
ness to send. troops, but upon the under- 
standing that he would look after the vassal 
himself, and declared he would not go there 
as the subordinate of England merely to do 
police duty for her. His troops are in readi- 
ness, but the English conditions are not com- 
plied with, and following quickly upon these 
preparations comes a significant warning 
from England that if the Sultan sends an ex- 
pedition to Egypt upon any other than the 
English eonditions, Admiral Seymour will 
send it back again. Thisis tantamount toa 
declaration from England thatshe proposes 
to settle the Egyptian question herself. Then 
what is the use of the conference? says 
Kussia, and withdraws from it, and thus ends 
it, as it cannot go on without her, By with- 
drawing her representative, Russia shows 
her dissatisfaction with the conduct of En- 
gland, and reserves the right of separate ac- 
tion in the premises. France has categorically 
refused to have anything to do with the mat- 
ter, first, by peremptorily upsetting the 
joint arrangements made by M. de Freycinet 
with England,and then by upsetting M. de 
Freycinet himself for insisting upon them, 
and by ordering her vessels to be strictly 
neutral. It is not clear how Germany stands. 
It has been stated that she approved the 
bombardment of Alexandria, but it is not 
certain that she approves the subsequent op- 
erations, and by no means is it probable that 
she will approve the proposition of England 
to settle the Egyptian question alone, and it 
is significant in this connection that she has 
applauded the action of the French Chamber 
in refusing to vote the naval credit, and in- 
dorsed the course of Italy in declining to 
join England in the defense of the canal. 

The situation of England is a peculiar one. 
Russia is dissatisfied. France has withdrawn 
from the alliance. ‘Turkey agrees to send a 
force, but will send it in her own way and 
fashion, which is very ambiguous support. 
Albion may be perfidious, but Turkey is the 


sends an army there it is quite as likely to be 
found fighting with Arabi Bey as against 
him, in which ease England is not only at 
war with Egypt, but with ‘Turkey. She might 
by some fortunate turn of circumstancés 
pursue a war with Egypt alone and keep out 
of a European complication, but not even by 
a miraclé could she avoid collision with other 
European Powers if she went to war 
with Jurkey. The new elements in the sit- 
uation do not have a very pacific look. A 
fuse is burning which may lead to very 
dangerous dynamite. France has done well 
to back outin time. If one could read Mr. 
Gladstone’s inmost thoughts he would be 
found wishing no doubt that he werein John 
Bright’s shoes, or at least that he were anon- 
combatant by creed. Meanwhile how would 
it do for him to attempt a treaty with Arabi 
Bey, or buy him up and then set him up as 
Khedive in place of Tewfik, who is sick of 
the place? Every man, it is said, has.his 
price, and perhaps Arabi would not be very 
expensive. 
ONE DOLLAR CULTURE. 

Boston’s idol has been knocked clean off 
his pedestal. First, the idol failed to knock 
“Tug” Wilson out of time, which was a 
triumph of New.York over Boston, but as if 
this were not enough now comes Boston 
herself and plants a blow straight between 
the eyes of her idol. The idol hardly de- 
served this. He had upheld Beston “ eul- 
chah” in the bloody ring in Mississippi 
against Trojan physique and discomfited the 
young man who went down there with his 
baggage checked from Troy. He returned 
amid a series of ovations, but nowhere was 
he so applauded as in the Athens he had so 
signally vindicated. That Athens had been 
reviled as all brain and no brawn, 
as all intellect but no muscle, pale 
brows but no fists, intellectual glad- 
lators in the arena of “culchah” 
but limp and flaecid in the twenty-four-foot 
ring. He removed the stain and demon- 
Strated that in the frame of a Joseph Cook 
may lurk the terrors of a Hercules, and that 
in the classic shades along the Charles River 
athletics may wander or termagants disport 
themselves in blue hose and eyeglasses on 
Tremont street. The country has been led 
to suppose that Boston appreciated this 
handsome demonstration, that muscle and 
mentality are not inconsistent, and contem- 
plated future honors for her gladiator—a 
chair of physical science at Harvard, a monu- 
ment in one of the squares, a Captaincy in 
the Lancers, and, after death, permanent 
preservation in spirits on the shelves of her 
Institute of Technology, or something of that 
sort. We have looked for something of this 
kind as a reward for this consummate sun- 
flower of Athenian “culchah.” But alas, 
Sullivan is not the onlyone who has been 


sacrificed in the house of his friends. Inan 


most perfidious Power on earth, and if she 
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unlucky moment the gladiator visited his 
old home for which he had done so much. 
He probably expected to find the firemen, 
and the civic societies, and the school chil- 
dren, and the militia waiting, with brass 
bands, te escort him to the Common, amid 
the welcoming shouts of the populace, where 
the lank and imp maidens of Beacon street, 
with e1inging gowns, would greet him with 
a Greek address and then crown him with 
laurel. But no welcome awaited him. The 
conqueror entered the Hub with no one to 
greet him. His people did not recog- 
nize him. The esthetic maidens averted 
their faces. The children’ pursued 
their sports without noticing him. Like Rip 
Van Winkle, he exclaimed, ** Are we so soon 
forgot when we are gone?” Unlike Rip 
Van Winkle, however, he did not sadly sen- 
timentalize over it, but he swore. ‘There- 
upon the custodians of the ancient Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts seized him and 
dragged him before a Dogberry, who fined 
him a dollar for swearing! He paid his dol- 
lar, and shook the dust off his feet upon the 
ungrateful citizens. What he swore we 
know not. It may have been “gosh,” or 
‘*tarnal,” or “all-fired,” or “gol darn you,” 
but that makes little difference... Surely the 
Athenian victor might have been allowed 
one little swear, as Unele Toby was, in con- 
sideration of his services. It is not this, but 
it is the ingratitude of *“‘culchah” that must 
smite the gladiator to his very soul. There 
is consolation for him, however, if he will 
take it. Let him come to Chicago, where 
there is freedom in everything, and he cah 
swear till all is blue with no one to molest 
him. We have the champion everything else 
in the world, and we want the champion 
gladiator, and Chicago will pever be so pic- 
ayunish as to seek to add a dollar to her rev- 
enues when he indulges in a too robustious 
use of the vernacular, provided that is the 
extent of his law-breaking. 


THE FUTURE OF THE LIQUOR TRADE. 

One Mr. Girsh Martin, an old and expe- 
rienced distilley, writes in a Peoria paper on 
the present and possible future of the distill- 
ery business in the United States. He says 
that there are now on hand in this country 
150,000,000 gallons of whisky, of which 90,- 
000,000 are in bond in the Government ware- 
houses. The foreign demand has fallen from 
200,000 barrels in 1880-’81 to almost noth- 
ing. The distillers, however, have to keep 
their machinery in order, and the production 
goes on, anticipating an increased de- 
mand. This Mr. Martin, however, claims 
that the 50,000,000 American people of 
the present day drink less whisky 
than the 25,000,000 people did thirty yearsago. 
This reduction of the average and the total 
consumption of spirits, he insists, is the result 
of the introduction of lager beer as a gen- 
eral beverage of the Americans, and he pro- 
nounces lager beer “‘ the worst enemy whiis- 
ky has to face in the United States today.” 
‘The saine writer discusses the questions 
arising under the prohibition agitation, and 
the effect which any angry controversy on 
that subject between those in the trade and 
the prohibition people will have upon the 
social as well as the political character of 
the country. Referring to the eventual 
fate of slavery, Mr. Martin warns the 
manufacturers of intoxicating beverages as 
follows: 

There are less than 100 creat distilleries in the 
whole United States. The retail dealers, the 
“saloon men,” are generally men without means 
and not of babits to acquire much wealth. 
With rare exceptions, like Peoria, the wholesale 
dealers are not mucd better. The social position 
of the liquor trade hoids no sort of comparison 
to the social status of American siavery. The 
moral and religious sentiment of American 
society is againstit. The women are against it. 
This moral sentiment stands like a stone wal! to 
confront it. Of course this is a free country, 
and auy man, any editor, any class, or any inter- 
est has an undoubted right to beat its brains out 
against this stone wall. It is their privilege as 
well as their right. But personaily you can 
count me out of any such idiotic “d—d non- 
sense.” Let the liquor mén go along quietly; 
let them take out their license and obey strictly 
the law; let them provoke as little attention as 
possible to their business; let them ward off op- 
position by seeking to conciliate rather than an- 
tagonize the moral sentimentof the whole coun- 
try, and their business wilt go on with as little 
disturbance and annoyance as it is possibie to 
do. But let a financial collapse of the distilling 
interest occur now, orin the near future, and it 
will scare every capitalist and buSisess man 
from ever re@ngaging in the distilling business. 
Then, with the temperance element rampant, 
and no capital to fight it with, prohibition could 
be enforced, and in ten years there would not be 
left a distillery, a brewery, or a saloon in the 
whole United States. 


THE APPROPRIATIONS FOR 1883. 

The first session of the Fort y-seventh Con- 
gress is rapidly approaching theend. No 
further important legislation, outside of the 
appropriation bills and other measures now 
in conference committees, need be looked 
for. The majority in the House has wisely 
resolyed to avoid If possible the disgraceful 
scenes which usually attend the last days of 
the session, when many bills of doubtful 
character are put through in pursuance of a 
log-rolling agreement. Thus far the good 
intentions of the majority have prevailed. 
The quorum in the House isso fitful and pre- 
carious that a small minority has the 
power to prevent the passage of any bill by 
declining to vote. But there has been no dis- 
position to put this power to the test. Mem- 
bers seem to be sincerely anxious to leave 
the reputation of the present session where 
it is, for good or evil. 

The appropriation bills, though they in- 
volve many matters of dry detail and routine, 
are the most important tests of the efficiency 
and fidelityof Congress. The appropriations 
made at this session compare with those of 
last year as follows:

The increase in appropriations is in round 
numbers $76,000,000. But of this amount 
$24,000,000 is chargeable to deficiencies 
caused by the parsimony and demagogical 
pretenses of the last Democratic Congress, 
and 332,000,000 are arrears of pensions. About 
$2,000,000 more in the legislative bill has 
been appropriated to expedite the payment 
of the arrears by providing additional cleric- 
al Torce. Since neither party proposes to re- 
peal this bill, and all profess to be anxious 
that the claims shall be adjudicated as speed- 
ily as possible, there can be no honest parti- 
san objection to these items, Deducting them 
from the sum tctal the excess of appropria- 
tions for this year as compared with last 
year is $18,000,000. Of this amount $9,000,- 
000 is found in the River and Har- 
bor bill. The remainder may be accounted 
for partly by the anxiety of Congress to 
avoid future deficiencies—the custom of the 
Democratic Congress being just the opposit 
before elections—and partly by the natural 
growth of the country. An increase of 
$18,000,000 in ordinary appropriations cannot 
be regarded as extravagant in view of the 
fact that the addition to the revenues during 
the current fiseal year, as compared with 
last year, is estimated by the Treasury De- 
partment at $48,000,000. "The surplus, exclu- 
sive of the sinking-fund, at the end of the 
fiscal year will be not less than $128,000,000, 
The requirements of the sinking-fund far 
this year were estimated by the Secretary of 
the Treasury in his iast annual report at 
$60,000,000. The total ne> surplus fer the 
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In the face of this exhibit Congress cannot 
justly be accused of wastefulness or im- 
providence. It should fave provided for a 
reduction of taxation, but, failing to do this, 
it could devote the public money to no bet- 
ter purpose than the payment of deficiencies 
and arrears of pensions. Outside of the 
River and Harbor bill, moréoyer, there are 
no improper items ot serious importance in 
any of the appropriation bills. The River 
and Harbor bill received proportionately 
more Democratic than Republican votes; 
and most of the money devoted by it 
to questionable purposes is to be ex- 
pended in the Solid South The 
Mississippi River south of Cairo, which does 
not touch a Republican State, is to have 
$4,123,000 used in its improvements, much of 
which will unquestionably be spent in build- 
ing levees and reclaiming private lands. 


More than one-half the whole amount of the’ 


bill is to be expended in the Solid South, 
though barely one-third of the population 
reside in that section, and less than one-fifth 
of the taxes are paid by it. _ 

The Democrats expect to make capital ont 
of the appropriation bills for this year. But 
they will be disappointed. There has been 
no extravagance except in the River and 
Harbor bill, and of that Democratic States 
reap the chief benefit, while Democratic 
urgency caused its passage. . 

UGILISTIC FRAUDS 

It is not many years ago that attendance at 
a prize-fight by a business-man was regarded 
as a complete forfeiture of all claims to re- 
spectability, and the chance of spectators at 
such gatherings passing a few weeks or 
months in the common jail was not incon- 
siderable. The peculiar code of ethics which 
enables an English gentleman to take an act- 
ive part in the arrangngement of pounding- 
matches between persons desirous of proving 
in physical combat theirsuperiority to other 
persons similarly aisposed has never been 
adopted in this country, and to this reason 
more than any other may be ascribed the 
fact that on this side of the water prize- 
fighting has never been able to obtain 
a position of even quasi-respectabil- 
ity. Of late, however, owing to the 
advent among the slugging fraternity 
of that distinguished nose-thumper, Mr. Sul- 
livan, whosg feats in the way of reducing his 
opponents to temporary insensibility have 
never been equaled, the exponents of the 
‘‘manly art ” have come into a prominence not 
hitherto accorded them except in the crimi- 
nal annals of our country, and with true 
American enterprise they are turning this 
temporary popularity to immediate financial 


account. Having demonstrated by the most. 


potent of arguments that among the great 
natural resources of this country was not in- 
cluded a man capable of maintaining in his 
presence an erect position, Mr. Sullivan 
made arrangements whereby Mr. “Tug” 
Wilson, an English person who on 
various occasions had been hammered by 
and in return had hammered sundry 
other persons of various nationalities, 
was brought to New York. The avowed 
object of Mr. Wilson’s visit was to demon- 
strate to the American public (at the rate of 
$2 per head) that Mr. Sullivan could not, in 
three rounds of three minutes each, with 
thirty seconds breathing time between 
rounds, so mar and disfigure Mr. Wilson that 
the latter would be unable to respond when 
‘“‘time”’ was called for the fourth round, 
The fact that both contestants were to wear 
boxing-gloves would not, it was generally 
understood, prevent theaffair from assuming 
all the characteristics of a genuine prize- 
fight, and it was in view of this fact that an 
audience numbering nearly 20,000 gathered 
in the Madison Square Garden tw@ weeks 
ago to witness this entertainment, the as- 
semblage being conspicuously dotted with 
the faces of numerous prominent lights in 
the legal, journalistic, and other professions. 

Having earned in twenty minutes an 
ameunt of money that would baffle their 
mathematical talents to compute, it is not 
surprising that Messrs. Sullivan and Wilson 
have already arranged the preliminaries for 
another so-called fight, to witness which an- 
other army of opulent greenhorns will doubt- 
less pay liberaily. If the general public 
knew that the average pugilist graduates 
from the lowest scum of some great city and 
oscillates between the penitentiary and some 
favorit rum-hole; that there is not in one of 
these bruisers a speck of true manliness or 
an ambition above that which the mangiest 
cur in the streets may feel*to defend the 
bone which he has snatched from some 
garbage-heap, the hippodrome exhibivions on 
the part of Sullivan and Wilson would quick- 
ly come to an end for lack of patronage. 
But so long as the crop of moneyed inno- 
cents continues to flourish so long will there 
be Wilsons and Sullivans with their attend- 
ant harpies ready to gather in the harvest of 
dollars that has been so carefully watched 
and tended by other hands. Like pedestrign- 
ism, boat-racing, wrestling, and other ath- 
letic sports, pugilism has already sunk to the 
level of a catchpenny show, and it is to be 
hoped that any attempt to “ work” Chicago 
by this style of so-called sport will result in 
the promoters of the scheme being promptly 
landed in jail.

A rebel official telegram says 
Midshipman de Chair was taken before 
Arabi Pasba, who ordered him sent to Cairo 
and to be well treated. He is now com- 
tortably lodged there and has been allowed 
to write to his relatives, .

| THE GOVERNOR OF ASSIOOT, 
with 2,000 men, is holding that town for the 
Khedive. Assioot is the capital and largest 
city of Upper Egypt. It is the most im- 
portant military station south of Cairo, and | 
controls communication with Darfour and 
Senaar. 

A RECONNAISSANCE 

was made on the Aboukir road today. It is 
reported Arabi Pasha’s videts are in: close 
proximity to the works. ‘The display of 
white flags on the forts was a mere farce. 
The rebels are strengthening their lines near 
Lake Mareotis. Scouts report seeing Arabi 
Pasha in camp with several European ‘pris- 
oners. 

THE RETURN OF THE ARAB DEPUTATION 
to the enemy’s lines took place today. It 
was purely a railway expedition sent to the 
front with Reouf Pasha, two Ulemas, and a 
Cairo merchant, with eight native servants, 
loaded with sacks and bedding. Several 
English correspondents accompanied the 
party. Near Rawleh the trainturned sharp- 
ly to the right towards the enemy’s line. At 
the bridge over the Alamoudieh Canal, 
where thereis an outpost of the Sixtieth 


Rifles, a halt was made to remove 
sand bags laid across the track, 
and the correspondents left the 


train, which then proceeded over the Ala- 
moudieh Canal toward the Maballa junc- 
tion. In the distance was seen an Arab train 
from Cairo, waiting about 1,200 yards beyond 
the junction to take up our native passen- 
gers. We could not make out the position 
of two guns which bore ominously upon the 
line of railroad, but all seemed dead at the 
junction itselt. When the train from Alex- 
andria had advanced to within 200 yards of 
the Cairo train there was a great clambering 
on the railavay, and Reouf Pasha was seen 
trudging toward his countrymen. 

THE TURKS COMING. 

A dispatch was received at the palace to- 
day stating that the first contingent ot Turk- 
ish troops was embarking at Salonica, and 
the second was ready to start, under Dervisch 
Pasha. 

KAMEL PASHA 
has gone on a steamer to intercept and treat 
with the- Bedouins marching from Mariout 
toward Alexandria, who are not yet under 
Arabi Pasha’s influence. 

CHERIF PASHA 
had an interview today with the Khedive. 
Both are of the opinion that the landing of 
Turkish troops will lessen the resistance of 
Arabi’s soldiers.

BRIGHT AND GLAPSTONE. 

The following are the memorable speeches 
of John Bright and Mr. Gladstone in the 
House of Commons on the occasion of the 
announcement of the resignation of the 
former: 

Mr. Bright, who spoke in a very low tone, said: 

I should be content not to offer any observations 
to the House on this, to me, vew and peculiar 
occasion, but I suppose that honorable gentile- 
men are wishful to Know, perhaps, more tban 
they do Know about the reasons why lam not 
now in my accustomed seat upon the Treasury 
bench. But,to tel) the truth, | have no ex- 
planation to make—there seems nothing to ex- 
plain, and | havenothingtodefend. The simple 
fact is that I could not agree with my late 
colleagues in the Governmentino their policy 
with regard to the Egyptian question. lt has 
been said—some public writers bave suid it, and 
some have said it in conversation—Why have I 
not seoner left.the Government (|** Hear, hear’’}; 
why have I Siponed it to this time from last 
Tuesday or Wednesday? I may answer that by 
saying that my profound regard for my right 
bonorable friend at the bead of the Government 
[cheers], and my regard also for those who now 
sit with him, bave induced me to remuin with 
them until the very last moment, wheu | found 
itno longer possible to retain my office in the 
Cabinet. The fact is that there was a disagree- 
ment to a large extent fuunded on principle, and 
now | may say that if 1 oad remained in office it 
must bave been under these circumstauces— 
either that | must bave submitted silentiy to 
many measures which 1 myself altogether con- 
demned, or {| must bave remained in office in 
coustant conflict with my colleagues. [* Hear, 
hear."’"] Therefore it was better for them and 
better for me—the House, lam sure, will unani- 
mously agree to that—that | should bave 
asked my right bonvorabie to per- 
mit me to retire and to place my 
resigvaGon in the hands of the Queen. 
[** dear,“bear.”’] The House knows—many wem- 
bers, at anyyrate, Who have had an opportunity 
of observing auy of the facts of mg puliticai life 
kuow—that for forty years at leust I have en- 
deayored to teach my countrymen an opinion 
and doctrine which hboid—namely: that the 
moral law is intended, not oniy for individual 
life, but for the lite and practice of States in 
their dealings with one another. [Cheers.] | 
think that io the present case there bas Been a 
manifest violation butbh of international law and 
of the mora! law—[** Hear! bear!’’]}—and there- 
fore itis impossible for meto give my support 
to it. Lcannot repudiate what i huve preached 
and taught during the powe of a rather iong 
political life. [Cheers.] cannot turn wy back 
upon myself and deny all that I have taught to 
many thousands of others during the forty rears 
that I have been permitted at public meetings 
and in this house to address my countrymen. 
|Cheers.] Only one word more. I. asked my 
calm gona: and my conscience what was the 
part | ought totake. They pointed it out to me, 
as 1 think, with an unerring finger, and lam en- 
deavoring to follow it. [Cheers. 

Mr. Gladstone, Who Was received with cheers, 
said: * It is by the indulgence of the House that 
l rise to gay a single word which my own fee!- 
ings teli me, and itbink the feelings of others 
will tell them, it would be culpable to postpone. 
This is not the occasion for arguing the point of 
difference which has unbappily risen between 
my rigbt bonorabie friend and those who were 
and still desire to be his colieagues.

An Incident on Shipboard. 


Chambers’ Journal. 

Having brought home many scores, per- 
haps hundreds, of live snakes in the course 
of my voyages, | have at different times pub- 
lished the results of my experience in that 
line, in the hope of inducing others to do the 
same. In the study of Ophiology, living 
specimens area great desideratum, since, aft- 
er death and in spirits, snakes alter so much 
as to be scarcely recognizable, especially 
when injured, as they usually are. Nothingis 
more easily or safely kept during a voyage 
than asnake, if attention be paid to one or 
two small. details. It is more easily kept 
than a bird, as_ it requires neither food, 
water, light, nor abundant’ ventila- 
tion: and beyond warmth needs scarce- 
ly more care than a dead one in a 
bottle: but I suppose it ds because these 
small details are so little known that we get 
so few rare snakes at the Zoo. in my papérs 
I have endeavored to point out not only all 
that is necessary for their well-being in trans- 
mission. but also the dangers connected with 
them to be avoided on board ship. Never- 
theless, an incident happened to one of mine 
some time ago, the possibility of which had 
never entered my head. I say to “one of

All was perfectly secure; so, 
as L had a numerous serpent tenantry at the 
time in my own specially-constructed cases, 
I decided to let my lodger — where it 
was, more especially as | judged from its 
piuilp appearance that it had lately fed and 
would require no more nourishment #1! it 
gothome. (itis worthy of remark that as a 
rule snakes feed, or require to be ted, only at 


to jive a year and eleven months without 
food.) 

imagine my surprise when, on going to 
my cabin about a week later, [ met a little 
rattlesnake six or seven inches long climb- 
ing over the combing of the doorway! There 
was no doubt about it: Crotalus horridus 
was written in every scale of his wicked little 
head and diamond-patterned back, and 
signed by the forn at the end of his tail, 
which went quivering upward as soon as he 
saw me. It was not a time to stand on cere- 
mony, so I stood on him instead. Inside 
the cabin was another, wriggling along the 
floor, on whom also | executed a pas seul 
without fturther inquiry: and, on turning 
rouri sure enough there was a third on the 
washing-stand, sticking up his head and tail 
with the most meuvacing intentions. There 
was no jonger any doubt that an interesting 
event had happened,a fact which was evi- 
deneed by the spectacie of the box swarming 
with writhing little corksere ws, one of which 
was in the very act of escaping through the 
wire. Il snatched upatowel and pressed it 
over the case; and while my boy nailed iton, 
and thus blinded the front, I dispatched the 
two strays. 

Now came the question, What was to be 
done? Theinmates were safe enough for 
the time: but it obviously would not do to 
trust to a thin towel as the only dividing me- 
dium between them and the shipat large for 
the rest of the voyage. I had to be cautious 
then, not being in possession of, the means 
which place me now to a great extent beyond 
the pale of danger and allow me to handle 
these things with comparative impunity; but 
I was none the less anxious to save the 
brood. A woman happily extricated me 
from my dilema—the oid stewardess, who 
was quite in my confidence, since she 
“didn’t mind them things,” and who used 
to allay any anxiety on the subject among 
lady passengers with, I fear, a greater re- 
gard for methan for the truth. She gave 
ine an old stocking, and this is what I did 
with it. First, we removed all the nails from 
one corner at the back of the box for about 
two inches along tht two sides of the angie, 


and fixed a screw instead at the extreme 
angle itself. Then, with an excision 
saw—out of my. case of surgical in- 


struments—we cut through the wood for two 
inches each way, se as to complete the 
square, then nailed the mouth of the stock- 
ing over it, and finally removed the screw 
with a small screw-driver through a tiny slit 
in the stocking itself. ‘The piece of wood, 
two inches square, thus severed all connec- 
tion, and the screw dropped down into the 
foot; and by dintof shaking and knocking 
the little reptiles were induced to follow. 
Whena good many were in, the stocking 
was tied with cord tightly near the heel, and 
again about an ineh higher, and the lower 
part was cut off between the two ligatures. 
This was emptied of its contents into a glass 
box which stood ready for their reception, 
while the rest of the babies were shaken 
down into the leg of the stocking, which still 
remained a cul-de-sac. The only hitch in 
the proceedings was a momentary though 
rather serious one, caused by mamma pro- 
truding her head and evincing a disposition 
to follow her offspring. When all the little 
ones—there were thirteen of them, exclusive 
of those | had killed—were out of the box, 
the bag was again tied twice and divided, 
and they were restored to the society of their 
brothers and sisters. 

But stop a bit! The resources of our very 
subtle contrivance were not yet exhausted: 
About a foot-length of that most useful stock- 
ing was still left, and this was tied once 
more, but this time close up to the box: then 
the lower end was untied, two rats intro- 
duced, and fastened up again; then the up- 
per ligature, being removed, the rats were 
shaken into the cage, and the maternal rat- 
tiesnake was compensated for the loss of her 
promising family by agooddinner. Finally 
the stocking, or what was left of it, was 
pushed into the box, and the square piece of 
wood was nailed securely on again over it. 
But there was a pleasing uncertainty for the 
remainder of the voyage as to how many had 
got adrift before 1 discovered them and 
where they had stowed themselves, which 
rendered going to bed, putting on one’s 
boots. and the like full of interest. When 
the importation of rattlesnakes becomes a 
recognized branch of industry I shall take 
out a patent for that stocking dodge, 


The Snake's Ability to Charm.

The Licking Biver Rises Twent; five 
Feet in a Few Hours. 

CINCINNATI, O., Aug. 1.—Shortly before 
noon the Licking River at its mouth, opposit 
this city, began to assume alarming propor- 
tions. The rise from above came out into 
the low water of the Ohio with such vehe- 
mence as to cause great damage. It was im- 
possible to keep barges. tied along the shore 
from the angry flood. Everything wasswept 
from Swift’s landing, including ten barges 
of coal, ten of coke, and one of stone, and 
one empty barge. Dana’s coal fleet suffered 
the loss of ten barges, tour of which struck 
the pier of the railroad bridge. Golchel lost 
a boat-house; Charles Spinks lost a boat-load 
of cinders and two barges of stone; C. 
Brosomer lost one emptv barge and one 
float. The hull of the old steamboat 
Champion No. 6 was torn from her 
moorings and sunk. The boating-house 
ot Charles Forbes, with a number of 
skiffs, was carried down the river, also the 
pleasure boat, May Bee. Coal-boats from 
Bieck’s and from W hiteman’s Landings were 
carried away. Livesey’s sawmill iost a large 
number ot logs. The total loss is roughly 
estimated at $50,000. The river has risen 
over twenty-five feet since last night, and is 
still running out with great fury. Steamers 
on this side of the Ohio River at the landing 
were subject to the violence of the current. 
The steamers Franklin and Jennie Campbell 
got up steam and crossed to the Kentucky 
shore. The steamer Vimt Shinkle remained 
at the wharf, and was struck bya floating 
barge and had a hole thirty or forty feet long 
broken into herside above the water line near 
the stern. She js in no danger from sinking. 

Specials report heavy rains last night in 
Kentucky. Both branches of the Licking 
River at Falmouth are higher than ever 
known, and rising at the rate of three feet an 
bour. wie damage to crops and bridges is 
apprehended.

A NEW PAPER-MILL.

Contemplated Extension of the 
Burlington from Denver to 
the Pacific. 


It Is Only a Blind to Fix Up 
the Pool on Colorado 
Business. 


Inauguration of the New Deal in the 
New York & New England 
Stock. 

Formal Opening at Wiarton, Ont., of the 
Georgian Bay & Lake Erie 
Railway. 


The Contemplated Extension of the 
Burlington West from Denver—Ei- 
forts of the Union Pacific to Prevent 
the Construction of Such a Line-A 
Compromise Probable. ‘ 

A report comes from Denver that the Chi- 
cago, Burlington & Quincy Railroad Com- 
pany is surveying a route westward from 
that city through the mountains, with a view 
of securing a through line to the Pacific. 
There is nothing particularly new in this an- 
nouncement. It has heretofore been stated 
that a company composed of Burlington peo- 
ple has been incorporated to build a line 
west from Denver. It is not by any means 
certain, however, that the road will be built. 
The Burtflington people deny that they 
have any intention of building a 
road immediately West from Denver. That 
will entirely depend upon future develop- 
ments and combinations. If the burlington 
can secure fair and equitable concessions 
from the Union Pacific it will be some. time 
before the new road will be built. If it can- 
not it is quite likely that construction on the 
new line will commence in less thana year 
from now. Asstated in yesterday’s TRIBUNE, 
itis the fear of the Union Pacific that the 
Burlington will extend its line into Colorado 
that has prevented the consummation of the 
proposed pooling: arrangement between 
the Union Pacific, Atchison, Topeka, & 
Sant Fé, and Chicago, Burlington, 
& Quincy. The detailsof the new Colorado 
pool have all been perfected and agreed 
upon, but the Union Pacific refuses to sign 
it unless the Burlington agrees to build no 
more extensions in Colorado. The Burlink- 
ton refuses to make .any such pledge, as 
does not know what the future may bring: 
forth and how soon it may be compelled by 
force of circumstances to build a line ve 
from Denver. It certainly meaus to be pfe- 
pared to build such line whenever it finds it 
necessary, and that is the reason why sur- 
veyors are out locating a feasible and direct 
route to the Pacific. 

Strenuous efforts are being made to bring 
about an agreement between the Union la- 
cific and the Burlington without the neces- 
sity of commencing a disastrous war, which 
will be the inevitable resultif no understand- 
ing is speedily reached. The General -Man- 
agers of the three roads between the Mis- 
souri River and the mountains having failed 
to come to an understanding, the Presidents 
of the three roads are now trying to sur- 
mount the obstacle, havine met for that pur- 
pose in Boston. The Burlington is repre- 
sented by President C. E. Perkins, the Union 
Pacific by President Sidney Dillon, and the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fé by General- 
Manager C. C. Wheeler, President W. B. 
Strong being unable to attend on account of 
sickness. 

It is the general impression among railroad 
men here that the Presidents of the roads 
will succeed in surmounting the troubles, 
and that they will succeed in making some 
kind of an arrangement before they ad- 
journ. They cannot afford to open a war at 
this time, wfen the prospects for a large and 
profitable business are better than ever be- 
fore, and for this reason they will at least 
make a temporary arrangement that will last 
until the crops have been moved. 


Meeting of the Chicago Committee of 
the East-Bound Pool—Evening of 
Live-Stock and Terminal Charges. 
The Chicago Committee of the east-bound 

pool from this city held its regular weekly 

meeting yesterday at the office of the Balti- 
more & Ohio Railroad. Thy discussion related 
to the “evening up” of live-stock business 
in accordance with the recent action taken 
by the Joint Executive Committee. As al- 
ready stated in ‘Tur TrIpunNE, the gross rate 
on cattle was advanced*from 50 cents to 60 
cents per 100 pounds, Chicago to New York, 
the net_rate remaining 40 cents as hereto- 
fore. This advance in gross rates was made 
to enable the joint pool agent to even up the 
live stock business more promptly than 
heretofore, as shippers who allow the pool 
agent to send the business over such lines as 
he chooses will secure the rebate of 20 cents. 

In regard to the switching and terminal 
charge circular published in Sunday’s 
TRIBUNE, it was found that some changes 
would have to be made, as the action 
recently taken ata meeting held at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel was not fully approved by the 
Joint Executive Committee. The resolutions 
adopted at that meeting were approved with 
the exception of that section providing a 
charge of $5 for switching between Chicago 
and the Stock-Yards and $6 to Bridgeport, 
which was referred back to the Chicago 
Committee. This committee considered this 
matter yesterday, but did notarrive at any 
conclusion. 

It was also agreed in accordance with the 
action of the Joint Executive Committee 
that all lines will hereafter refuse to equal- 
ize on shipments from Chicago Dock Com- 
pany’s docks, and from Star and Crescent 
and Norton Mills, situated on the Pittsburg 
& Fort Wayne Road. 


General Manager W. C. Van Horne and 
the Canadian Pacific. 

Mr. W. C. Van Horne, Genera! Manager of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, was in the city 
yesterday. Mr. Van Horne informed a 
TRIBUNE representative that there is not a 
word of truth in the reports that he intended 
to resign his position. He says he never con- 
templated any such action, nor was there 
any reason why he should do so, as his rela- 
tions with the owners and officers of the road 
were of the most pleasant nature. 

During the season, he stated, the Canadian 
Pacific will add 640 miles of new road to its 
mileage; 500 miles of this will be on the main 
line and the balance on branches. Con- 
struction is being carried on with the utmost 
rapidity, and from three to four miles of new 
track is being laid each day. 

Mr. Van Horne speaks in glowing terms 
of the future prospects of the Canadian Pa- 
cific, and claims that the lands along its line 
are peculiarly adapted for agriculture, 
and particularly ip te pee He says 
the prospects for a big wheat crop this year 
are very flattering, an@é he thinks the wheat 
raised along the line will average thirty 
bushels to the acre. While the crop prospects 
in the Red River Valley are not as good as 
usual this year, owing to unfavorable 
weather, the prospects along the line of the 
Canadian Pacific indicate more than an aver- 
age yield. The season in the Canadian 
Pacific country, Mr. Van Horne says, is 
short, but the crops mature and ripen much 
quicker there than in this part of the coun-

Massachusetts’ Stock in the New York 
& New England Sought by the Com- 
pany. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
Boston, Mass., Aug. 1.—Between the State 

and the New York & New England Railrgad 
Company there was completed today the sale 
by the State to the company of its 34,750 
shares of the st@ck of the road. In exchange 
for the stock Mr. Phippen, Treasurer of the 
company, delivered 6 per cent second mort- 
gage bonds at the rate of $50 for each share 
of stock. By the law each holder of the 
stock of the road is entitled to subscribe pro- 
rata for the new stock acquired from 
the State, and it is also a pro- 
vision of law that the Berdill 
bonds may be converted into stock, and so 
the bondholders would be entitied to sub- 
scribe for the State stock as soon as they 
converted their bonds. Great activity ex- 
isted at the office of the Treasurer of the 
road, and large piles of the bonds were 
brought in for conversion. So rapidly did 
business accumulate that not till late in the 
afternoon could it be told just haw matters 
stood. Then it appeared that, of the 
2,000 Berdill bonds, in all 16,- 
268 had been converted into stock, 
leaving 3,732 yet to be heard from. Many 
of those presented were nearly worn out 
with age and much handling, and it is likely 
that a portion of those outstanding are no 
longer in existence. ‘Tomoyrow a circular 
will be issued by the company informing 
each stockholder that the number of shares 
of the road is 127,930, which Is the 162,680 
minus the 54,750 just bought from the State, 
which is to be subscribed for, and also stat- 
ing the number of shares for which 
he is entitled to subscribe. The owner- 
ship of four shares is necessary to. 
entitle the holder to subscribe to one 
share of the stock, and consequently the 
“right”? inherent in each share will 
worth one-fourth of the premium of the 
stock above $50, if the stock were worth 
S58, as it was quoted not long ago,a right 
would be worth $2. If it were worth $54, as 
it sold today, a right would be worth $1. ‘he 
road is now reported to be in a very 
prosperous condition. During the ‘eter 
ent year the average increase of busi- 
ness is about 2% per cent over the 
figures presented at the last annual 
report dated Dec. 6. Connections have been 
made with the great lines of the West, South- 
west, and South, with the Erie at Newburg, 
with the Pennsylvania Ruad at Jersey City, 
with the Baltimore & Ohio, and recently 
with the Chesapeake & Ohio, and with the 
East Tennessee, Virginia & Georgia fast 
freight lines. Over the New York & New 
England all the lines entering New England 
find a way except the New York Central. All 
points on the line west of Hartford have 
their nearest connection by the New York & 
New England, and also some east of that 
city. Connection is being made at Fishkill 
with the New York Central, and it will thus 
be brought into the system. A large increase 
has been developed recently in the anthracite 
coal business, and 500 new ears are being 
built for it at Fishkill. The steamer Hart 
has the capacity to transport across the Hud- 
son 500 cars daily. Three new engines have 
lately been delivered to the road, and seven- 
teen others will be finished within forty 
days. Of the twenty, eight are consolida- 
tion, six are moguls, two are large pas- 
senger engines, and two are largé 
switching engines. Freights of grain 
are beginning to come forward — 
and make a demand upon the elevator, with 
its capacity for 550,000 bushels. The road’s 
terminal facilities are thre best in the country. 
The average increase in passenger business 
equals that in the freight. Today the gross 
receipts in all departments were the largest 
ot any day in the history of the road, and 
amounted to $40,516.70. July gross receipts 
$708,430.44. Of this, nearly half is due to con- 
necting roads. For the present year the net 
earnings areexpectedto approximate $1,000,- 
000, Large sums of money are coming or about 
to come into the treasury of the road. The 
transaction with the State will give the road 
$1,718,730. There are $95,000 expected from 
Providence on account of the Hartford, 
Providence & Fishkill Road. Some $450,000 
is expected from the Boston & Albany Road 
from the sale of the Brooklyn Branch. The 
Norwich & Worcester will net $22,000 for the 
last six months, and in all there will be some 
$2,320,000 with which to develop the road. 
All along the line new improvements are be- 
ing made constantly to advance its char- 
acterasa speedy and eflicient handler of 
freight. Within ninety days the entire float- 
ing debt will be paid. The road feels very 
strong, and the spirits of the officers are 
buoyant, 


Opening of the Georgian Bay & Lake

The harbor is one of the finest on 
the lakes, and 850,000 is being expended 
jointly by the Government, the village, and 
the railway compavy for the erection of 
docks. The opening of this railway gives 
direct all rail communication between Lake 
Erie and the Georgian Bay.

Herman C. Heisler. 

Sunday morning at 10 o0’clock a large and 
sorrowing concourse of friends gathered at 
the late residence of Herman C. Heisler, in 
Englewood to do the last sad honors to his 
remains.

Boh trains claimed the right of 
way, which would imply that there may have 
been a failure in the train-dispatclier’s office, 
and will require a court-martial to deterinine 
where the fault lies. Superintendent Par- 
sons came from Chicago on a special train 
and took charge of thé wreck. The heat was 
so intense that it destroyed for a time the 
telegraph lines beside the roai. There were

A NUMBER WERE CAUGHT IN THE WRECK. 
If so, the-result will probably be ascertained 
from théir burned bones when the wreck is 
cleared away.

“If it istrue that two Pittsburg mills are to 
start, it means that the next few weeks will 
in all probability settle the strike,’ was the 
reply. “ But i don’t think they can get 
enough non-union men to start with. The 
union men are all united and standing to- 
gether. The Knights of Labor are prepared 
at any time totake their coats off for the 
ironworkers, and their great numbers make 
their influence felt and makes il next to im- 
08sible to startup a non-union mill. The 
McKeesport mill will without doubt have a 
better show than any Pittsburg mill, because 
they are to a certain extent isolated and the 
influence of ‘the organization cannot be 
brought to bear so readily.”’ 

“Do you expect that there will be any 
trouble about it—any disorder or violence ?”’ 
was the next question. 

“That remains to be seen. The disposi- 
tion of the men is now undoubtedly for 
peaceful methods. The oflicers ail counsel 
moderation and care. That is probably be- 
cause they are satisfied that the mills cannot 
be successfully run with non-unionists. But 
when they bring in outside labor—and that 
will ultimately follow before long if the 
mills start and the men refuse to give in—a 
new element is introduced, and it is impossi- 
bie to say what will be the effect. ‘That will 
be very apt to make trouble, and lots of it, in 
spite of all that can be done to prevent it.” 

That manufacturers, in pursuance of an 
agreement reached some time ago, have de- 
termined to make a strong effort to break the 
strike by the empleyment of non-union men 
is no longer questioned, and, if they succeed 
in the three or four mills alluded to, they 
will probabPy be able to start up ali the rest 
on the samie’terms. This much is conceded 
by amalgamated men. Everybody here feels 
that the strike has reached a. crisis which 
will either break it or strengthen it, but the 
former resuJt is more probable.

Frightful Ravages of Smali-Pox in 
Baltimore, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaao Tribune 

BALTIMORE, Md., Aug. 1.—The smal!l-pox 
has taken such a tenacious holdin this city 
that the Health Department have exhausted 
their ingenuity in devising methods to stamp 
ifout. Wereit not for the fear of raising 
undue alarm outside of the city, 
would be prejudicial to Baltimore’s com- 
mercial interests, doubtless the authorities 
would calla meeting of their City Council 
and adopt some more stringent precautionary 
measures. The health anthorities state that 
they do not think it possible to eradicate the 
dreaded disease this summer, and expect 
thatSthe arrival of the winter season will 
cause a decided increase in the number of 
cases. The Health Coiwissioner considers 
thata compulsory and thorough vaccination 
is the only means of coping with the diffi- 
eulty. ‘The opposiuon here to compulsory 
vaccination is so great that it would be a 
most dificult thing to pass such an ordi- 
nance, let alone attempting to enfurce it. 
The disease at present is confined wainly 
to the eastern sectlon of the cliy, 
where it suddenly migrated a few montilis 
ago from the southern settion. The Health 
Department has great difficulty in securing 
reports of cases. In many cases the infor- 
mation is reported to the Health Department 
only after along period has elapsed and the 
patient at the point of death. When the offi- 
cers arrive to inspect the reported cases they 
often find them in narrow rooms, where a 
whole family are residing, who are going 
about at their daily vocations, carrying the 
germs of the fever in their clothes. Yet 
there is no law jo punish and prevent such 
dangerous carélesness. These incidents oc- 
curmainiy among the negro population. The 
difficulty in ascertaining the locality of cases 
is growing daily greater, especia!ly when the 
case happens to be in a neighborhood having 
aristocratic pretensions.

There is, even at this day, considerable ig- 
norance—using the wordin a general way— 
in regard to the wonderful natural resources 
of that part ofthe Nation lying west of the 
100th meridian. The projectors of the Ex- 
hibition knew that, but reasoned in this way: 
The wealthy mines here have been brought 
into disrepute by the sale in the East of 
worthless mining stock floated by speculators. 
It is said that the number of persons who 
are interested in mines, or believe themselves 
to be by virtue of the ownership of a few shares 
of mining stock, is equal to the number of 
farmers in the country. A majority of them 
know nothing whatever about the things per- 
taining to mining, apart from what is learned 
from outside agents and friends. Mining as 
a legitimate btsiness, conducted on ordi- 
nary business principles, offers opportunities 
for investment than which it will be gen- 
erally conceded there is none more profita- 
ble. It was felt that, by getting the public 
interested by personal interviews and obser- 
vations of native resources, good results 
would accrue, and counterbalance somewhat 
the injury already done by the sale of fraud- 
ulent stock. Poor mines would then be 
abandoned and hundreds of good ones be de- 
veloped. : 

B@ it was also felt that, in addition to the 
removal of many erroneous impressions as 
to the mineral wealth of the West, many in- 
ducements would be held out to capital and 
labor for the : 

ESTABLISHMENT OF NEW INDUSTRIES. 
Within the wide region of Colorado there 
are numerous native products besides pre- 
cious metals—all cominercially valuable— 
that are wholly or partially neglected. Peo- 
yle here, and their “backers” in the East, 
have gone mining mad, Since the 
day of the Leadville craze the State has been 
worked for its wealth of gold, silver, lead, 
and copper; and the imagination has not 
stooped to anything less productive than a 
bonanza. Asin every new State, there are, 
and have been, countiess opportunities for 
the profitable establishment of factories and 
workshops; but no thought is, or has been, 
given to such possibilities, while the fact 
that Colorado produces’ annually several 
million dollars more mineral than California 
or Nevada has made an impression on every 
mind. Raw material abounds; yet a greater 
part of it is shipped out of the Stateina 
crude condition, to be manufactured else- 
where, and then returned hither—purchas- 
ers here of course paying for freight both 
ways, in addition to the cost of production. 
An annualreport of the Denver Board of 
Trade furnishes some interesting points on 
this subject, which have been widely circu- 
lated by the Exhibition Commission. I have 
not time, nor has Tur Trung space, for 
the enumeration of all that is therein set 
furth. But it certainly does seem

that 182,000 pounds of lead pipe should be 
hauled annually to the largest lead-producing 
State in the country; that.in a State where 
soft timber is abundant, sach a simple article 
as common woodenware should be imported 
to the extent of 2,740,000 pounds; that, while 
nearly 2,000,000 pounds of tallow are exported, 
2,830,000 pounds of candles are brought i;

GEORGE K. GOODWIN. 


Death of the Well-Kunown Showman 
and Theatrical Mauag¢er at Beston. 
Specia! Dispatch ta The Chtcago Tribwne. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa, Aug. 1.—George K. 
Goodwin, for many years manager of the 
Walnut Street Theatre in this city, and lat- 
terly proprietor of the Chestnut Street Opera- 
House also, was taken suddenly ill while 
visiting Boston a few days ago, and died in 

that city today. 

George K. Goodwin was born in Dover, N. 
H. Sept. 30, 1830. When scarcely 16 he ran 
away to Boston, going thence to Lowell, but 
his less imaginative father brought him back 
to home comforts. But soon after the boy 
went again to Boston, working first in a bro- 
ker’s office, then for a firm of fire-engine 
builders, and at 19 he bought a building in 
Portland street and opened acarriage and 
sign painting shop. This enterprise paid 
well, and when the gold fever of 
1849 broke out he was able to start 
tor the golden shores of California 
with a comfortable outfit and a well-lined 
pocket. For this trip young Goodwin asso- 
ciated himself with eight other adventurers, 
who formed the “Traders’ & Mechanics’ 
Mining Company,” Goodwin being Presi- 
dent. The party sailed around the Horn, 
starting in March. Their trip was success- 
ful, and Mr. Goodwin started again for 
home by way of Panama in November of the 
same year. On reaching Boston he began 
importing watches, at the same time going 
into business with J. D. Leland, a. broker. 
In eighteen months he had seven different 
offices in the city, being at once a 
jeweler, photographer, and 
a boot and shoe merchant. In 1866 Goodwin 
first began to cater to the amusement public. 
Panoram pow out of date, were then a 
novelty in America. Goodwin bought an in- 
terest in Waugh’s panorama of Italy, and at 
once assumed its dctive management. Such 
was his success among other shows of the 
kind that he man panorainas of Scot 
land. Ireland, Kane’s Polar Expedition, Cuba, 
England, and Paradise Lost, and was the 
largest panorama manager in the world. In 
1857 and 1858 Goodwin struck intoa larger 
field and organized “ win & aim- 
bold’s Great Double Show,” and “ Whitby’s 
National Circus.”’ The novelty and size of 
the speculation set previous managers aga 
but its very boldness assured its success. He 
even sent two agents to Africa and Indla for 
animals, his special ambition being to obtain 
a white elephant. but in this he was disap- 
pointed. In his first season he traveled 2,700 } 
miles with 250 ho and ninety-nine men 
the route being confined to New England. it 
was he who concelved the idea of potating 
pictures of animais on the outside o 
their cages, which bave become so 
familiar a feature of circus ons.

pe cean 7 o'clock. Urhe meal cousisted of the 
meat in question, bread and butter, tomatoes, 
and some blackberry pie. The wother partook 
of but a smal! piece of beef, but the other per- 
sons each ate a comfortable slice. About a 
o'clock Mrs. Bisbee was taken ill at the stomach 
and experienced slight cramps. The young 
man Was similarly seized. as was the youngest 
daughter, only the latter was a very serious 
case. The eldest young lady and her triend kad 
gone to visit an acquaintance on Curtis 
street, when both were seized in a 
similar manner at about the same 
hour, and were 80 ill that they 
could not be taken home. The tamily at bome 
suffered terribly all night long, Dut were some- 
what better yesterday morning, and towards 
last evening all had so far rallied that the 
young man was able to get about. A piece of 
the meat was exhibited to THe TRIBUNE report- 
er, and, of course, it did not seem very fresh, 
having stood in the warm-air oven twenty-four 
hours. A visit tu the market where the beef 
was put up showed that the owner sold pretty 
god beef, and the character of that on hand 
proved it.

The total disbursements in the Pension-

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ON THE BOURSE. 


The Market Quieter and the 
Tone a Shade Firmer. 


A Large Export Demand for Wheat— 
Wet Weather in England. 


Less Talk of Appealing to the Courts to 
Determine the July Deal. 


Appointment of Committees to Fix Settling 
Prices for Wheat and Oats. 


The markets were quieter yesterday, and 
generally steadier. Prices were a good deal 
lower for those deliveries which had been 
the subject of a squeeze, or supposed to be, 
but in other respects the markets ruled firm- 
er. lt was a pretty big drop from 65 cents 
down to 45 for oats, and peeple expected-that 
there would be an equally big drop on spring 
wheat from $1.36, the day before, down to 
the neighborhood of $1; but the conclusion 
was not verified in the latter case. | 

The market for wheat opened rather tame, 
but ruled firm after about the first hour, and 
was very strong towards the close. The re 
ceipts here were very large, and those at To- 
ledo and New York large, but St. Louis 
showed a considerable falling off, and Mon- 
day’s exports from the three principal cities 
on the seaboard line were reported 
to have exceeded 1,000,000 bushels, 
while there was a big § shipping 
demand here yesterday, which took all the 
cash wheat offered at a premium ef two to 
two and a half cents above the price for the 
month. The Liverpool and London markets 
were quoted easier on wheat, but there was 
some doubt in the minds of operators as to 
the value of this information, as it was rain- 
ing nearly all over England, and the British 
operators were supposed here to be some- 
what excited in — to the prospects of 
war in the far off Eastern world. ‘There is 
no reason to doubt that 

LARGE EXPORT ORDERS WERE HERE, 
about 400,000 bushels of freight-room being 
chartered, mostly on foreign account, while 
the rainy weather was expected to cut down 
the volume of receipts within a few days 
from now—as soon as the wheat that is al- 
ready headed this way shall have come in— 
as the effect of the storm must be to retard 
the operations of thrashing and carrying to 
market. 

In the spring-wheat deal there was very 
little done, but a good deal said. An order 
for 8,000 bushels to be sent to a miller in 
Buffalo was filled at $1.34, which was a drop 
of only two cents on the figure of the pre- 
yous day, and three car-lots of Wo. 2 sold at 
#1.32. ‘This was all that was reported to 
have been done. With regard to the Buffalo 
order, there was some little insinuation that 
it had been sent here by friends of the cor- 
ner, though there is no doubt that the order 
did come over the wires, and that it was 
filled, the parties receiving it acting in a 
bona-fide way. The history of the transac- 
tion was stated to be that the gentleman tel- 
egraphed an order here that he wanted 8,000 
bushels of No. 2 spring wheat. A reply 
was wired him that it would cost 
him $1.34, and couldn’t be got for any less. 
His reply was to the effect, “1 want the 
Buy it and send it to me.” 
Whereupon the order was filled. Those who 
thought Phil Armour was behind the trans- 
action will have to hunt up more document- 
ary evidence than was seen on Change yes- 
terday to support their conclusion. 

THERE WAS A GOOD DEAL 
of discussion among smal! knots of operators 
as to the probable outcome of the reference 
toa committee.

MARINE NEWS. 


One of the Largest Grain Fieets 
This Season Chartered 
Yesterday. 


Room Taken for 500,000 Bushels 
of Wheat to the Lower 


Lakes. 


No Denunciation by the Canadians 
the Rebberies Practiced at 
Kingston.

There was an exceedingly active demand yes- 
terday by graln-shippers, and One of the largest 
fleets of the season was chartered, room for 500,- 
000 bushels of wheat alone being taken. Rates 
were firm at 3 cents a bushel on wheat to Lake 
Erie ports. Two charters were mado to take wheat 
to Kingston, the rate paid being 54% cents a bushel. 
Both vessels arc Canadian bottoms, the own- 
ers of American crafts not being anxious 
to send them to that port. It was reported 
that 3% cents a buspeil had been paid on a smail 
lot of wheat to Buffalo, and the report greatly 
encouraged vessel-owners, some of whom pro- 
feased to believe that the rate would reach 4 
cents by the close of the week. While rates may 
not reach that figure there fs little fear of a de- 
cline, notwithstanding the large amount of ton- 
nage now in port. There was some demand for 
vessel-room for upper Canadian ports, but no 
available vessels suitable for those ports are in 
port, and consequently no charters were report- 
ed. The most singuiar fact in connection 
with grain shipments at the present time is the 
very small amount of corn, oats, and flaxseed 
going to the lower lakes. The following were 
the vessels chartered yesterday:

The Bobbing of American Vessels at 
Kingston, 

Notwithstanding the many complaints made 
about the robbery of American vessels (and 
American vessels are the only victims), through 
the medium of the Canadian customs laws, at 
Kingston, ouly one Canadian paper, the Kings- 
ton Whig, has had une single word of disapproval 
of the robberies, and it is very mild in its pro- 
test. The Whig says: “The sooner the Minister 
of Customs gives the matter of duty on shortage 
his attention the better. 
vesseimen feel that they suffer a serious in- 
justice, that they are being imposed upon in a 
most unbecoming manner, to speak mildly and 
overlook the profanity, which, as ove interested 
party observes, has been strong and fervent 
enough to bring judgment upon the Gov- 
ernment and ali those acting under it 
in this business.” The Torofitto Globe devotes 
abouta column to the recent seizure of canvas 
for sails at Montreal. In its article it says: 
*“ Another fuss bas been raised in the gail trade. 
Canvas for salis is allowed to come in at a low 
rate of duty, and to be imported free when to be 
used for floor oilcloth making. The absurdity 
of taxing an article when brought in by one per- 
son, and not taxing it when trought in by an- 
other, is evidenced by the fact that whenever 
this privilege is allowed it is subject to abuse.” 
But the Globe has not one word of denunciation 
of the practice of compelling vessel-owners to pay 
customs duces on grain that they did nol have on 
board their vessels. For years the Canadians 
have been working to divert the grain-car- 
rying business to the 8t. Lawrence route, 
and now when it bas just commenced 
to go that way their Government offi- 
cials step in and enforce a_ thieving 
law against the erain-carriers. We call it 
thievery because it is nothing else—this com- 
pelling the payment of customs dues on short- 
ages. But it is likely that the Canadians have 
killed the goose that had commenced to lay 
soiden eggs for them. Vessel-owners have about 
concluded to keep their vessels out of the Kings- 
ton trade, and sbould the people of the State of 
New York this fail vote to make the canals free 
in that State, as they undoubtedly will, the 
Canadians will see their dream about the St. 
Lawrence route vanish like mist before the 
morning sun. Already shippers tind it difficult 
to get American vessels to go to Kingston, and 
each day that the Canagian authorities delay the 
removal of that obnoxious and “ stand and de- 
liver’ clause in their customs laws that per- 
mits the robbery of vessels will add to the Nit ° 
culty. Notsatisfied with the collection of thiev- 
ing duties, one of the Kingston papers has com- 
meneed to object to the size of the cargoes car- 
ried there. as the larger the cargoes the jess 
number of vessels that will be needed, and thus 
the victims tw be robbed will be de- 
creased. The Kingston paper says: “We have 
been examining the vessels that have arrived 
here during the past few days from Chicago and 
Tuledo, and are of the opinion that they have 
been loaded far too mre The deepening of the 
Welland Canal has led Captains to joad their 
craft so that when they leave port there is very 
littie of their sides above water. This may be 
all right in fair weather, but the prevalent opin- 
ion among mariners who have made note of the 
matter is that in the fail, during heavy weather, 
there will be many disasters. Owners of vesseis, 
as well as insurance inspectors, should investi- 
gate the matter."” Owners here say that the 
peculiar method adopted by the Canadiay Gov- 
ernment for assessing dutics for shortage com- 
pols them to cover all contingencies. “Where is 
only one way for vesselmen to protect them- 
selves, and iat is fo refuse to carry ca of 
grain to Kinston until the customs laws in rela- 
ron cy} mgt me —— away with by the 
‘anadian Governmen nd we believe 
selmen intend to do it. waned 


A Bad Jam Up the South Branch.
